THE BUILDING TRADES DEAD-LOCK. 
Every. one connected with the building 
trades seems to be anxious to end the 
present situation, which has turned the 
tables upon the unions by throwing a 
hundred thousand mechanics, more or 
less, into idleness. The difficulty appears 
to lie chiéfly in finding.a method which 
wil} not look like a " square. back-down ” 
the part of the Board of Buliding 
Trades. The proposition to “ throw 
over” the unions of the teamsters and 
drivers of the material. yards, which 
were made much of when it looked as if | 
they could be used to aid thé ‘striking 
mechanics of the building trades to boy- 
cott the recalcitrant builder by shutting 
off hig supplies, is at least ungracious. 
However, it seems to be’ the only alter- 
native of the mechanics who want‘te re- 
turn to work, although the method of it 
savors strongly of brutal indifference to 
the interests of a- body of men. who were 
promised protection in return for the 
useful services they were deemed capa- 
ble of rendering. It has all come out 
very different from what was expected. 
Probably a plan will be found by Monday 
which cap be agreed upon. The union 
men in the higher branches of the indus- 
try are becoming disagreeably clam- 
orous. ‘
